The rumour concerning the Fews, continues here daily, and 
that they are gathering together under one Man, wko faith for, 
that heis the Mcſfias, asitis reported s but only , That by Di- 
vine RevelatioffPe is raiſed, and ſent to gather up the whole Na- 


_ tionof the Fews from all parts of the World, and co teach them

ro know the Meſhah to come, which Firherto they have nor 
known : 1:'s ſaid , That ſomething ot God appears in him, 

Abraham Perena , arich Few of this Towa, parted on Mon- 
day laſt with his Family tor Jeruſalem , after he had taken his 
leave of cur Magiſtrate, and acknowledged his thanktulneſs 
for the fav« ur he and his Nation in their diſperſion had reccived 
here, &c. It's ſaid he offered to f(t]] a Countrey-houie of his 
worth Three thouſand poun's ſterling, at much 1, aadthar 
onthis Concicion , That the Puye: ſhould not p:yonefarthiig 
till he. be conv.nced in his own Conſcience, That the Fews have 
a K ng. 

O.: the tent!1i of March came divers Letters from Gaza, Smyr- 
na, Livornand Venice, bringing cur Fews luch comfortable 
News, that yeſterday they teſtified ſuch joy, 3s n-ver was 
ſeen here before: The matter was tis, Thar now the tour Pro- 
phets whicli the King Sabbathi expeRed trom Aleppo, to accom- 
pany him fo: Conſtantinople, were come and that on the 1874 
of December, the King, who a while had kept in at Smyrna, 
went forth in publick z which the Turks perceiving, went tothe 
Cadiof the Town, ſaying, There was one that profefled him- 
ſelf to beKing of the Fews: The Cad; or Sherit of the Town 
judging that matter pertained to the Bafla, ſent to him abour ir, 
Re at firſt grew angry, reſolving to Maſlacre all che Fews, and 
to that purpoſe gave order to his Captains to be ready tor the 
next morning : But that very night appeared to them the Pro- 
phet E/zas in a fiery Colomn, ſaying to him , Take heed of doing 
an) harm to the Fews, This fo terrified and ſtruck down his 
mind, that he craved pardon z and conſequently, inſtead of ex- 
ecuting his Cru*l Defign, he g ve forth order, not todo any 
harm toany Few, And from thencetorth the King marched up 
and down the City without any moleſtation, On a night as the 
King went to bathe himſelt in a River, ( that is, as is the manner 
of Pcnicents, to waſh themlſeives with cold water , yea, in the 
midſt

midſt of Winter ) the Conttabi. of the Watch mer him, and 
asked if he was a Few + and becauſe tÞ+ King 1d not anſwer, he 
lift up his Staff to ſtrike him; bur feelivig his arm g: ow it ff, and 
nut ab.ero move it more; he cryed cut , 7 now acknowledge thos 
art the King, pray pardon me: H fiid,, Stay will it be morning, 
and then he reſtored him in the Name of the God of 7ſrae!, 
Ou the 5th or 6th ot Fanuary, the King with his four Prophets 
to:kS 1p to v0 fo Conſtantinople, without any Mariner, ( :$ 
forefſay) or Pilate, He being aboard the Ship, was taken up in 
a fiery Co'omn, and went fo ſwift , that the King commanded 
cotake ſume Port, becau'e he was tO arrive at Coxſtantineple not 
before the 17th of Schebet (or Fannary 21,) Note, that the num- 
ber of Prophets doth encreaſe caily,, amongſt Women an1 Chil- 
dren, as well as amoneſt Men; ana.that Elias had ſhewed kim- 
ſelf at Conſtantinople, Smyrna, Aleppo, and divers other places, 
and that pu lickly, ſpeaking unto the people openly, There are 
Prophets likewiſe a' Coſtantinople, And by reaſon of Elzas his 
appearing and {peaking co them, there was celebrated great joy 
in their Synagogues, This the Great Turk having heard, a6. 
for ſome of the chieteſt of the Jewiſh Synagogue, and aske 
them about their King: They faid , They knew none but him- 
ſelf: He commanded them to deliver him into his hands within 
ſeven days, if not, that they all ſh -u'd be put to death, 

This made a great ſtir at Conſtantinople amongſt both Fews 
and T#rks : The Mother of the Great Turk being warned by E- 
las himſelf, came to her Son, beſeeching him to Revoke his 
Sentence, but to no eff:&, The next day aroſe a great Obſcu- 
rity inthe Town, which laſted two dayes and two nights, ſo 
that one could not fee another;and afterward there fell x ſhowrof 
Hail ſtones as big as Hens Eggs, able to kill aman , whence 
the common people were (o affrighted , that they cryed our , 
That all this was occaſioned by tie Sentence pronounced a- 


eainſt the Fews z and prayed the Great Lord to revoke his Sen- 
rence:

cence : Put all this was in vain, had not God ſent to him the 
Prophet Zlias, warning him not to do any harm unto the Jews, 
and inſtructing him how he ſhould deal with the King. This 
then being hapned,” and the Great Turk being quite changed, 
he ſent again torthe chiet Rabbies, and told them, he would 
ſend an Amb. f{adour for theirKing and receive him honovrably, 
25 he Cid indeed, Bur it came not tO S774, till after the Ce- 
partureot the King, So much fora Compencium of thoſe fore- 
named Letters, 

Now concerning the arrival of the King, at Conſtantinople , 
it's affi-med trom Yenrice Jan, the 6, that the Great Lord receiv- 
ec him with much re{pe&tz ferting him on Horſeback, and on 
his right hand, &c, But to be ſure in thele particulars, we muſt 
expec yet one (even-night longer, As torthe two Tribes and 
bait, trey are ſaid by theſe Letters not to be in, but near Gaza,

God, andnot in his own, Among which tigns- whereby he 
proved himſclt ro be ſent of God; is, That he toretold the ſud- 
den death of ſome men, and the very day thereof, An.) that he 
premoniſhed men of an obſcure darkneſs, with a marvelous 
ihowre of Hail, And eſpecially he commanded a Fireto bemac'e 
1n a publick place, in the preſence of many be holders; as we!l 
of Chtiſtians, as of Turks, and Jews; 2nd entered into the fire 
twice or thrice, without any hurt to his Garments, or to an hair 
ot his head: With theſe, and the like prodigious figns he hath 
now gained ſo great authority to himſelf ; that he 1s not atraid 
cogointhe ſtreets ofthe City in kingly manner, with a greac 
Retinue of Attendants. Yea, moreover the King ſaid; he is 
luddenly to go to Conſtantinople; And thatin the month of xx: 
next, The Redemftion of Iſrael will be publiſhed throughout ihe 
whole World, And which is more, now cameſome Letters irom 

Yeni, 
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Penice, and Vienna, which affi m the King is arrived at Conflay 
tinople, and 1s there Revercn ly received: whic' thing, it true, 
this day or the next,tidings trom Conſtantineple will tell us, The 
cauſe wheretore our Merchants a! Syraa have hitherto written 
nothing concerning this King,'s, that by reaſon of che Increculi- 
ty of the Fews, as well at Syyrna, 15 ar Conſtantinople, he kept 
himſelt ſo long in private, Now by the paſſages and votes of 
all, heis come forth trom his private withdrawing, and will go 
ſtraight on to Conſtantinople, and that in the company of 400, 
Prophes, ſent to him from Aleppo; and with a great multicude 
of 'Fews : . fo thar the doubring touching che ta will ceaſe, 
when the Great Turk ſhall ſpontaneouſly yield the King his Re- 
queſt : but chere will remain a diſpure couching the equity,
